In reply to many lnq\llrlel con-
cerning. the, age, qualification for
children eytmlng school_ for  the
first time * on Februavy ~ 3rd, the

Fern Avenue schools made the fol-
lowing announcement this week:

Any child who will be 1% years
of agé on or before Mhy 5th, 1930
may, enroll in the kindergarten at
the first of the term. As-a com-
paratively small class 'is passing
into ‘the first grade at the Tor-
rance school this term .it 18  ex-
pected 'that the kindergarten ‘win
be overcrowded and a walting list
will be necessary.
